Europe, when today 
President Wilson walked up the gang plank of the George Washing­ 
ton, berthed at a Hoboken pier. 
The George Washington was pre­ 
pared 
to sail two hours later for France, where 
the president 
is to 
take part in the peace conference. 


A picturesque scene greeted the arr,val of the presidential party. 
Mrs. Wilson, Secretary Baker, Secretary Lansing, Secretary Tum ul­ 
ty and others were passengers on the special tram. 
Between a spur of tracks on which the tram drew up at tile en­ 
trance to the pier at the North river terminus of the pier an arch­ 
way of American flags had been erected. 
As the president stepped 
from the train he shook hands with General H. G. McManus 
and 
an 
army band played "The Star Spangled Banner." 
Accompanied by Gen­ 
eral McManus and his staff, the presidential party moved slowly un­ 
der the archway of flags and between rows of soldiers at attention. 
Admiral Gleaves, head of the 
cruiser 
and 
transport 
division, 
shook 
hands with the president. The president told 
General 
Mc­ 
Manus goodbye and with Admiral Cleaves, went aboard, 
where 
he 
was introduced to Captain McCauley. 
Secretary Baker planned to leave the George Washington before 
it got under way. 
Secretary Tum ulty, however, remained on board 
for a final conference with the president, and it had been arranged 
for a tug to take him off at quarantine and bring him back to the 
city. 
The president’s special tram arrived at Hoboken at 7 30 a. rn.
